with the consent of the democracies, but 
the oooupation of the Rhmeland ty 
Gentian armed forces was a distinct and 
direct ehillenve which many in later 
years rouvretted that the Allies had mot 
listantly taken op.

Some wore paid tnil-time 
permanel, but the great majority gave 
op pets of their leleure quite voluntarily 
aod without recomponse to long periods 
on dirty at ther pots, or on patrol, 
nt training exercims, levtutes, enforcing 
the hglting Wack-ot, and »o on. 

While the workers willinyly guve 
themeclves to defend ther homes and 
Tisttiities, it eras alos cuter innpensihte 
for employers to whirk their feapiunai-

bilities. Under the Civil Defence Act 
(July, 1959) every employer of more 
than 30 persons was forced to provide 
A.R.P. training and proper ebelter for 
his stafE Many bad anticipated this 
demand and had ulready perfootnd their 
schomes before that date, but the 
tajority hod left this provision to the 
last minute (the emul of September, 
under the Act), and by Ho means all 
buaness houses and factories were sup- 
pled with abelter and trained personnel 
when war broke out. Rinployers, in 
weneral, lagged behind their employees 
m realization of the urgency of Civil 
Defence ; but war forced action apon 
thom, and within about six weeks most 
hed complied with the regulations. 

A word shonld be said hure in tribute 
to the hunilreds of employees who 
voluntarily remained on night duty (a0 
enforeed by the Home Office) for fire- 
fighting, gas-dlecontamination, and first- 
aid, ab their employers’ premises, Un- 
mid and sometimes unpraised, they 
opt wateb by mght over the property 
of employers who often had made little 
of do provision for their workers’ ealsty 
by day.

Such was Britain's Home Front in 
September, 1999. ‘This brief survey has 
ouly lightly sketched the vast picture 
of & country at war;

played in it, is dealt with in another 
clupter, But it gives come indicstion 
of the astonishingly strong spirit of exeri- 
fice and willingness manifested. German 
propegundiste were never tired of pro- 
claiming that the “ degenerate” de- 
mocracies were so afiste ax to be incap- 
able of fighting in their awn defence 
against mulitant Nutional Socigiiem. 
They overlooked the British character, 
which refiises compulsion bat volun- 
tarily aceepta with good heart hurdens 
that other, compuliion-ridden countries, 
woold shirk if they could. For tifat 
reason unity, which i iniposed’ on 
Germany, grows ssturally in the free 
soil of democracy ; and for that reason 
it will endure to the end und withetaid

the great fortified zones of the Maginot 
and Sieuffiad Lines, and behind thére 
both east amd west are netural obstacles 
of the most forindding deseription, On 
the Freneh side ate the Vowes Moan- 
tains On the other side of the Rhine 
runs the German counterpart of the 
Voures—the mos of hilly country 
known commonly as the Rluek Forest. 

When the war began thie great 
stretoh of mver and yallny, mountain 
ami! forewt, axsuimed its martial guise 
From Strasbourg, Mulhous and Colmar 
and many of the stnuller townx departed 
Lrains of wracuces, Moving to aress of 
greater safety in the heart of France ; 
from Prelbure, Karlaruhe and thor 
satellites « procession wencded slowly in 
the opposite direction, On the river all 
traffic wae stopped; the bridges were 
closed if not actually broken, and from 
euch bridgehead peer the observers 
of nval aradés, deeply embedded in 
acres of barked wires, Some imper- 
turhable spirits amonget the locul pe 
antry continued as jong as possible at 
their wormal tasks, and thy gunners on 
either side, fingering their trigwera, 
watched the harvesters. 

Ae by an extingnishor dropped overa 
candle flame the everyday life af hun- 
dreds of thowsands of highly cultured 
folk was suddenly éclipaed. For twenty 
years the peoples on opposite hanks of 
the Rhine had done their best to adjnat 


[uy 


their existence to the sow conditions 
Introdunoed after the Artrostiwe in 1918. 
Now in the twinkling of wn eye they were 
back agsin ih the terrible time of 1870 
wher Alaace hud not vet been restore! 
to Cermany, and France and Germany 
were warring to the death, 

Perhaps the best illustration of the 
atedt change wronwht by war was 
afforded by Strashonrg, This great city 
of some 200,000 people, sttouted on the 
Rhine and directly connected by maul 
anil rail with Kehi and all the German 
and far-Buropean world beyond—this 
pride of the French tepublic wan reduced 
to « life of empty silence. 

Most of its population had been evaca- 
ated behind the Voages; only, » thou- 
satid of « still continned to live in the 
city, sod their homes were the cellars 
which lay bonouth the beautiful old 
houses. The traina from Pana no longer 
rattled actos the bridge, and the stream 
of motors had been chanyel into 4 woe- 
turnal trickid of army lorries: Not now 
did is cheerful orowd of Alsatian follc 
chatter and chafler m the market-place, 
nor the shop-boys look up at the exthe- 
dral’s world-famous olock. By day the 
streeta were well-mgh deserted, and at 
night the silence wae broken only by the 
steady tramp of the patrols going their 
rounds and the vceasional discharge of 
& gud as they fired at a stray cat or dog 
left homeless in & world at war.

an added value to the experiment. Life 
in the country, away from crowded 
atrevts and tenements, could not fail to 
bring «a glow to faded cheeke and a new 
light to tired What of thor 
thousands of children to wliom Lhe com- 
motion of thie upheaval meant, for the 
first time in their lives, first-hbeod ex- 
perience of cows and sheep and of the 
glorious countryside? How eloquent 
ihat passage from a Cotewold observer : 

“Tie newoomers bere gone tote rejture 
over the «tacked whoet and borley oot yet 
trouzht it from the Helde; aod whet 
Harry Carter slrove « cow and her day-old 
calf through the village fhe wae oliliged to 
jake eevere messurce fo prevent the call 
form being injured by over-petting.” 


Historians have often laid stress on 
the <iguifieauee of the movement from 
countryside to town in the far-off days 
of the Industral Kevolution. The 
question may be permitted: whether 
wartime experiences have fot done 
soniething to restore to British youth a 
love for the matehinss rural goons. 

Nor oan it have been without value 
that two ilifferwnt sectiom of the 
population ahould have learned how the 
other Jived. Children from the cities 
crowded streots learned for the first time 
what jt wae like to live in « house with 
ample space, anid that there were sunk 
things as table manners. On the other 

til 


hand, boys and girls trom more fortan- 
ate homes learned that vot every ohild 
had their own advantages. In both 
cases the process of learning brought 
something of a shock; but when. the 
shovk waa over, wat not the teault 
rodlally benvficial | If it be true that 
one half the world dosen't know how 
the other half lives, the great evacuation 
surely did something 1 remedy that 


ignorance. 


Most important of all, the rapid tran 
tae of 0 lurge « section of population 
revealed what has al- 
ways been a valuable 
trait im British char. 
acter, We have become 
30 accustomed to that fine spirit of 
comradeship under challenging oom- 
ditions which le the mark of the Beitiah 
soldier that we have von to take it for 
granted. But the evacuation showed the 
same quality on the civilian front. 
revealing that, when danger loome 
ahead. courage and whaptahility and « 
readiness to groot the unusual with « 
cheer are typical of the Britieh people 
as & whole, Conununting on the wiedon 
of the «vacuation and the syeoeas of its 
organization, one writer declared, “Tho 
tature generation i as safe na it can bie,” 
He was thinking of safety from the 
perils of war. But. his words hail u deeper 
mterpretation. Jf the general eprint 
shown in the September evacuation 
any guide, the (ature generation 6 salir 
to uphold the finest tradition» of the 
Britiah race.

[atte the German people, the 
British arp not “army oon- 
ascoga” They have long since 

abandoned jitgotm. They ate prentd 
of the Royal Navy, though the average 
lunddman inows angularly little about 
it. They have complete confidence in the 
Annoy, but it ie nota eibject of bonst- 
ing, wid, Indeed, ther: are times whim 
its Very existence i hardly realixod. 
When, on September 1, 1939, general 
mobilication was proclaimed, those whe 
remomlore! the fitetal August of 1014 
were quick to sense u great iifferonce. 
Gone were the days when the streets 
rounded to the tramp of marching 
mm, led by their hand and followed 
by a crowd of tho curious. Of the 
British atmy, now samnyoned to the 
defence of liberty, thoae who live in the 
towns saw little. There were romoure of 
big train movements during the mghts, 
but, for the majority, the first informa- 
tion coneeming the port that waa being 
Ee by the army was given by Mr- 
Hore-Belisha, an October U1, when he 
announced to the House of Coommens 
that o British Expeditionary Fores of 
156,000 men wae aiready in France. 
What of the Brtiah Army of today? 
In what way did this now army of 
Vritain resemble the old BILE. of a 
quarter.ol » century ago, aod in what 
way did it differ? It resembled its 
predecessor in ite indomitable spirit. Io 
most other ways if differed 
Prior to September 6, when by the 
passing of the Armed Forces (Combitions 
of Service) Act the variow) onita of 
the British Army were welded. Into 
whole, the Briteh Army comprieed 
eeveru! different puirta, Fire, there wae 
the Regular Army, differime jn many 
reapocta from the arotes of the Con- 
tinent, Compared wroh these it was 
rolatively amall, sinee 2 depended on 
viluntary enlistment. Reuruita jotted 
for lon: service—seven yeurs normally 
—and theeit wae e highly trained force 
Qomplementary to thie Hegnlat Army 
in time af war waa the Army Reserve, 
coniisting of men who had returned 
to civilian lifs after completing. their 
servien with the oolaurs, ‘es who still 
renutined for « further period liable bo 
recall in the case of an omergency. 
Behind the Regular Army stood our 
fine citizen-force, the ‘Territorial Army, 


compos! of civilians who hud volun- 
tesred for military training on « four 
years engagement, with an option al 
extending it. These wnilte were ad- 
ministered! by County Associnitons, 
thus retaining the old yeoman epirit, 
but ther traming was organized, under 
the direction of the War Office, by the 
military eommands of tho areas in 
which they were sitnated. The traming 
comprised an anntial camp of a fort- 
night's duration anil 4 certain number 
of oblizatory drills during the course of 
each year. In 1038 the Ficli Force 
omits of the Territanal Anny were 
recrpanized on modern linke and pro- 
vied with the latest equipment.

The army which bad mobilized with 
such readiness and marched to war so 
rice pryere d confident in ite lsaders 
end in iteclf, was eaumelied jnto utter 
ruin. Thousands had been slain, many 
thousands were wounded; a hage brat 
had gone to the prison-campe of the 
conquerors. ‘The exvalry, 0 rocently 
the nation's pride, had dashed iteolf to 
destruction against thr armoured front 
of tanks and ears, The statesmen on 
whose wards Europe huil been wont to 
wait wero fugitives in a foreign land, 
and. their exile was shared by the mili- 
tary chinfs who had lod Poland's writes 
to the huttiefield. From the Bultic to 
the Carpathians, from Silesia to Vilna, 
the sacred soil of Polunil was trampled 
by the invader, und the Poliah people 
faced a future in which they were 
doorowl to remain for an indefinite and

After the collapse there were many 
oriticianes of the way in which the 
campaign had been prepared for and 
conducted Ltewas said that, though tho 
Government had laid plans of « com- 
prehenhive description for the praca 
tion of the civilian population, bo 
eyacuition of any kind, whether of 
children or ther toothers, the old or 
the sick, was carped into affect, For 
the most part the civilians were left to 
inks their own arranwements while 
auch trainn nod road transport as were 
available were mobilized for the Govern, 
roemt and Army stuffs.

He would have to be an innocent 
indeed, however, who could live throagh 
tho martial bustle which now covelopad 
the Nagi lines anil till believe that war 
was far away. The French observers 
estimated that between 700.080 and 
800,000 man were now ranged ageairixt 
them in the Rbincland—a yrest howt 
mecked into the forward trenches, the 
pill boxes, the oasemates by the river, 
the machine-gun pests, anid coon through 
the whole ahell-pooked terrain back to 
the main defences of the Siezfried Line,

On Ocetaber 16 the attack was 
launchel. “Thie morning,” read the 
French War Communiqué No. 36, jaated 
at 9.30 that night. “on « front of about 
four miles, the Germans launched an 
attack, supported by artillery fire, 
immediately to the east of the Mowelle. 
They occupied the beight af the 
Schneeberg on which we hada light line

mines. Caught under our fire, the enemy 
attack came to @ halt, and they even 
had te withdraw te the north of Apach, 
into whieh village they lad penetrated 
for the moment.” 

Later in the day the attack was 
renewed. “ Towards the end of yester- 
day afternoon,” remd the commutiqué 
teeued the next morning, ” the (ermiumna 
taunched « secon attack, supported by 
hoary artillery fire, in the region eust 
uf the Saar over a frout of about twenty 
miles, Our hight advance troops fell 
hack fighting in accordunee with their 
instructions, but our fire helil up the 
enemy on the prearranged line.” 

Then the communiqué proceeded to 
give an acconnt of recent Operations 
which must have come 4 4 eurprise to 
some of the amateur 
strategiste, ~Inantici- Planned 
pation of thie twnrmp- Withdrawal 
tion of the offensive by 
the Germans, the French Ooomand « 
fortnight ago desided to withdraw to 
other powitione thu Freurh divisions 
which ve l ' akon the offensive on 
German territory mdirectiy to wsstet the 
Poliah armies. The whole of the nece- 
enTy moveHumnte were completed by 
October 3. Thereafter we had in contact, 
with the enemy only light advance 
troops wid « few supporting unite.” 

This coujymratively informative bulle 
tie taay be suppletiented by thut issued 
by the German High Command on the 
same day: “ Fronch troops yesterday 
evacusted the greater part of the 
German territory occupied by them 
in front of our fortifications. They 
retreated to aud over the frotitier.”" 

Five of ax German divisions were 
engaged in the major uttack, in the after- 
moon of October 14.

Although etill littl amore than that 
of Greater London, Canada's population 
of ten and o half millions in 1939 had 
risen from under eight millions in 
1914. Considering that the Dominion’s 
inslustzial power had ao greatly invreased, 
thw prospects of a very tupid ilevelop- 
ment of her munitions industries during 
the war were menred by recalling that 
from 1914 to [917 Cunuda’s ontput of 
tiunitions toe from £6,000 to about 
£100,000,000, and that during the 
whole of the first Great War ahe pro 
ilboed munitions worth more thaw 
£250,000,000 at the exchange tates 
holding in the autumn of 195) 

An interesting evelopment of her 
economic co-cperatian accompunied the 
repea! of the United States embargo 
on war supplies to beiligerents. Tlie 
“cash and carry” provisions of the 
American neutrality law prevented 
Awericana giving eredit to the Allied 
purchasers of her war suppiies, as well 
as prohibiting ther transport m United 
States vessels. By placing Conaian 
dollara at the disposal of Britain, Canada 
was rently to help in balancing up the 
exchange between tho two countries, 
if Britain's exports during the war 
aliould fall off while her imports from 
Canada inereesed. This involved, be- 
fore the end of October, the calling of 
£2),000,000 ef Canada’s sterling stock 
for redemption, Britain's stocks of 
earmarked gold and foreign exchangw 
balances in Canada had to be preserved 
a tntich as posible to finance purchinws 
from the United States, It had become 
probable also that when Sir John Simon 
should revel the Britiah Government's 

plates for mobilizing foreign investments 
privately held in the United Kingdom, 


a ready market mm, Cansda for the 
Cunadian issues would enable Canadian 
Investors to aupply the British 
Government with large credit balances. 
Thy Bank of Canuda agreed to do the 
marketing of such Canadian seenrities, 
£615,000,000 worth of which were held 
in Great Britatt, 

In the pre 5 economio field, all the 
Dominions and Colonies were similarly 
mobilizing their rescurees for the par- 
pose of making the moat effective con- 
tributions to victory, and what all this 
world-wide co-operative aml unforced 
recruitment of resmuitves meant was 
difficult for the unassuming British 
pitizen at home to grasp. The full im- 
plications of the Empire being at war 
only reached their maximum scope uni! 
startling immensity with this intensified 
organization of natura} resources. Cover 
ing nearly 14,000,000 square miles, 
with populations totalling nearly 
800,000,000, of whom some 45,000,000 
only were in Europe, the combined 
resources of thiv loosely but firmiy knit 

troup of countries were prodigious, with 
ighly indwstrialized and finaneiully 
powertnl Britain as the nucleus. Amd 
command of the sea, coupled with 
effective air defences, emonstrared in 
the first few weeks of the war that 





those resources weld remain available 
te the Allies. 

Only the greatest and most important 
resources can be mentioned, but they 
include the enormons «upplies of cereals 
from Canada and Australia, the emg 
apd tex of Tudin, the wool and mutta 
of Australia and Now Zealand, and the 
dairy produce of these Dominions end 
of Canada. Mineral resouroes, without 
which modern war cannut he swetainel 
by any Power, provided even more 
impressive facts, for pot only wore prac 
tically all the chief minerale largely 
produced within the Empire, but in 
many rages the Empire production wis 
a big proportion of the world production, 

One of the mout important factor of 


eoonomie strategy ia gold. By far the 
greatest national stocks 

of wold were held by the ae ne 
United States when the Holdings 


war started, followed a 
long way after by Franew, and then be 
Britain, which held about £50X),000,000. 
Right at the bottom of the list af gold- 
holding Powers were Italr, Japan, and 
Germany, in which contrast may be seen 
a teliable indication of the uonnexion be- 
tween national politics and econotnics. 
But though these stocks of gold held by 
the various governments were important 
factors of purchasing power, the gold 
atuation io September, 1859, is not fully 
depicted by comparing them; it titeat 
be remembered that at Jeast 55 per cent 
of the world's total supplies of gold ware 
heing muned within thw Kmpire, South 
Africa being the largest: individual. pre- 
ducer According to the statistics of 
the fmperia! Institute: greatiy increased 
prediuctian of other important minerals 
hal occurred within the Empire since 
1918. A large propurtion of the workd’s 
supplies of iron or, conl. wnlphar, 
phesphates, mica, and bauxite camo 
from the Empire Nickel and ashestos 
anpplies, like that of gold, exceeded the 
rest of the world's outpat. Micm, ne will 
a@ such wital ores as tin, lend, copper, 
zine and mangsnes, had an Empire 
output exoreding 25 per bent of the 
world’s total output. Suoh waa the 
scope of the natural resources controlled 
by the peoples of the Empire whom the 

azi teyime brought into the war 
uguinst a Germany hopelessly deficiont 
in foodstuffs and minerals, 

How to organize our resources most 
effectively, not where to obtain neces- 
sary supplies, was the chief precocn- 
pation of the War Osbinet during the 
opening months of war. The nd 
tesnited in # new demonstration of 
Empire unity in the form of an Imperial 
comferener which was an important stip 
forward in the co-ordination of the 
Empire's contributions.

to tonnoal labourers, Thii was, sur- 
prisingty, approximately the same ration 
as Obtumed in Germany for butter and 
bacon, although the Ministry of Infor- 
mation pomted ont that the German 
butter contained much water. It shonld 
bere be noted that German coupens 
wore selilom able to be onshert.

Ih reeponer to criticism of its economic 
activities, the Government appointed 
on Octoher 10 an Adviser on Economic 
Co-ordination to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer's Committee, in the person 
of Lord Stamp. This was the main con- 
ceaaion paid to the constant demands of 
professional economists for m reasonable 
atul ressotied economic policy; but it 
appeared that thie was only an hanor- 
ary and part-time post for Lord Stamp, 
who remained chairman of the LMS.
